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Lights switch-on 

may be called off 


ONE of Ely’s most eag¬ 
erly-awaited events of 
the year is under threat. 

The city’s annual Christ¬ 
mas lights switch-on could 
be called off this year 
unless more sponsors 
come forward, the Weekly 
News can reveal. 

Organisers of the fun-filled 
extravaganza, which has seen 
many celebrities turn on the 
city’s festive display, have 
earmarked Friday, November 26, 
for the switch-on to take place. 

But the popular live nativity 
set complete with camels, sheep 
and Mary and Joseph has already 
been called off by Churches 
Together due to a lack of 
funding. 

And now Ian Newstead, chief 
organiser of the switch-on, has 
warned the whole event could be 
axed. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, 
Mr Newstead said: “We are 
desperate. 

“The switch-on usually costs 
around £5,000 to put on, all of 
which is funded through 
sponsorship, but at the moment 
I have £200. 

“The clock is ticking and 
things really look bleak. 

“If we don’t get some sponsor¬ 
ship soon we’re going to be faced 
with no other alternative but to 
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cancel it.” Thousands of people 
attend the switch-on every year 
and have enjoyed a whole host of 
celebrities and acts, including X- 
Factor duo Same Difference and 
dance music band Odyssey last 
year. 

Mr Newstead said: “I’d like to 
reassure residents that the city 
will still have its wonderful 
Christmas lights as that is funded 
via the council. 

“As sad as it is, it is the switch- 
on which is under threat and we 
are urging anyone out there who 
can help us in any way to come 
forward. 

“It would be such a shame if 
we have to cancel it for 2010.” 

There were fears last year that 
the event would be swamped by 
X-Factor fans after false rumours 
that twins Jedward would be 
turning up to the event. 

As well as big stars, families are 
also treated to fairground rides, 
market stalls, dance perform¬ 
ances and parades through the 
city to mark the switch-on.

Out-of-hours GPs 
to face check-ups 


OUT-OF-HOURS GPs will be 
subject to random checks to 
prevent a repeat of the Daniel 
Ubani scandal. 

The move is part of an overhaul of out- 
of-hours care by NHS Cambridgeshire, 
which was criticised in a recent report for 
its poor monitoring of GPs employed by 
the trust. 

It follows the death of pensioner David 
Gray in February 2008. He was given a 
lethal dose of morphine by Dr Daniel 
Ubani, a German-registered Nigerian 
doctor, on his first shift in Britain. 

Dr Ubani had slept only a few hours 
before administering 10 times the normal 
dose to the 70-year-old from Manea, killing 
him almost instantly. 

Mr Gray’s death sparked a review of out- 
of-hours GP care, including closer 
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monitoring of foreign doctors’ language 
skills. 

A report in July also found Mr Gray’s 
death could have been prevented if 
warnings over “systematic problems” with 
drug storage had not been ignored by GP 
provider Take Care Now in January 2008. 

To ensure quality of service remains 
high, NHS Cambridgeshire has imple¬ 
mented a new series of checks and 
reporting procedures for Urgent Care Cam¬ 
bridgeshire (UCC), which now runs out-of- 
hours services. 

As well as random checks on GPs’ visits, 
including interviewing patients, the trust 
will also insist upon proper inductions of 
GPs to ensure they are up to the job. 


UCC chief executive Jack McCollum 
welcomed the moves. 

He said: “We are trying to be as 
transparent as possible and as honest as we 
can be. 

“We welcome the support of NHS 
Cambridgeshire and during our monthly 
meetings we have been discussing many 
issues. 

“We have over J7 years of experience 
providing out-of-hours services, and we 
always continue to strive for the best 
possible care. 

“We want everyone in the county to 
receive the same high level of GP care and 
we welcome these checks and reviews.” 

In a report to be considered by NHS 
Cambridgeshire governors today, UCC hit 
most of the targets laid down by the trust, 
with only small improvement needed in 
certain areas.

SHOPKEEPERS and business 
owners are “thrilled” after plans 
to scrap live CCTV monitoring in 
Ely and Soham were dropped. 

Elaine Griffin-Singh, chairman of the 
Ely Traders’ Association, said the 
feedback from traders since the news has 
been “overwhelming”. 

As reported in the Weekly News last 
week, East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) has confirmed that 
coverage will continue and that the 
system will move from Cambridge to Ely. 

The authority is teaming up with 
Cambridgeshire Constabulary, the City of 
Ely Council and Soham Town Council to 
ensure Ely and Soham streets are 
recorded and monitored. 

ECDC said earlier this year that it could 
no longer afford live coverage and that it 
wanted to change the system to monitor 
streets at peak times only. 

However that plan has now been axed. 
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Cllr Griffin-Singh said: “Everyone really 
is thrilled with the news. 

“By moving the system to Ely we 
believe all shops and businesses are 
going to get a much better system. 

“Local knowledge is vital when it 
comes to CCTV and to have people 
watching it so close to home is a huge 
bonus. 

“The feedback I have had from traders 
since they heard the news is quite 
overwhelming.” 

As part of the new system, CCTV 
coverage will be shifted from Cambridge 
to Ely police station, where officers and 
fully-trained volunteers can monitor 
screens. 

All four authorities believe it will 
provide a more localised, accurate and 
effective service. 


And already, 10 people have been in 
touch interested about monitoring. 

More volunteers are now being urged 
to come forward. 

Inspector Andy Bartlett, Ely’s sector 
inspector, said: “We literally want to hear 
from people from all walks of life. 

“Anyone who is interested in 
monitoring the CCTV should get in 
touch. 

“People will have to go through a four- 
day public service surveillance course, 
interviews and CRB checks as this is an 
extremely sophisticated and professional 
service. 

“Similar systems in Sudbury and other 
areas have proved to be extremely 
successful and we are confident this will 
be the case in East Cambridgeshire.” 

If successful, the new system could be 
rolled out to Littleport.

Concern over pool led to complaints 


MORE than a dozen formal health and 
safety complaints have been made about 
the conditions of Ely’s Paradise Pool. 

Figures obtained by the Weekly News 
show that 13 formal complaints regarding 
the state of the swimming pool were lodged 
between May 2008 and September 2009. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) is currently unable to provide 
figures for September 2009 to September 
2010 . 

All complaints were in relation to the 
pool’s poor conditions, with some alleging 
illness after swimming there. 

Figures reveal one complaint was lodged 
on May 20, 2008, followed by another on 
June 9, 2008. But in June 2009, a total of 
seven complaints were made within three 
days. 

In one of those complaints, it is alleged 
that a child suffered skin irritation and sore 
eyes after entering the pool and that their 


swimming shorts changed colour. 

As reported in the Weekly News, Leisure 
Connection, which runs the pool on behalf 
of ECDC, was forced to close the pool in 
June last year following the complaints. 

Another complaint was then made on 
August J7, 2009, followed by another on 
September 24,2009. 

The pool was then closed for around 
three weeks this summer because tiles were 
lifting from the pool - causing anger among 
parents who threatened to boycott the pool. 

Speaking in July, Emma Jenkins, from 
Little Downham, who was horrified after 
visiting the pool with her 7-year-old son, 
said: “Are the staff there not made to clean 
every day? The changing rooms and 
everywhere in general is dirty 

“Something needs to happen before 
everyone stops going there.” 

However at the time, Leisure Connection 
and ECDC said they had “plans in place to 


ensure cleaning standards remain high”. 

And ECDC insists it will take action 
against Leisure Connection - if it is 
required. A spokesman said: “When we 
uncovered the problems at the Paradise 
Pool last year, we immediately closed the 
facility and ordered Leisure Connection to 
tackle the chlorine levels, invest in new 
plant room equipment and bring in a new 
management team. 

“This action was taken as a matter of 
urgency given our concern about the health 
and safety of the users at the swimming 
pool. 

“Leisure Connection responded quickly 
and dealt with the problems which were 
outlined. 

“The pool continues to be monitored and 
the council will not hesitate to take action 
again if required.” 
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Giants roll up 
at pumpkin fair 


HUGE pumpkins proved a 
huge draw at a quirky town 
festival. 

About 1,500 people flocked to the 
Soham Pumpkin Fair on Saturday 
to witness an array of giant veget¬ 
ables, including a 187kg pumpkin. 

Other gigantic produce on 
display included massive marrows, 
stupendous sunflowers and titanic 
tomatoes. 

Now in its 36th year, the fair is the 
oldest of its kind in the east of 
England and one of only six in the 
UK. 

Fair chairman Mark Williams 
said: “We had some absolute 
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whoppers on display. It was one of 
the best years of competition ever. 
We had eight pumpkins weighing 
over 150kg and the winning entry 
was 187kg or 4001bs in old money. 

“The pumpkins were about a 
metre and a half wide, which makes 
them pretty difficult to transport. 

“We also had some children’s 
events, where the pumpkins were 
an impressive 50-60kg. 

“Soham has a great tradition of 
horticulture and vegetable growing 


and it was certainly on show at the 
fair. I felt proud to be its chairman.” 

The winner was Northampton 
grower Terry Fulham. 

Other attractions included a 
replica Hurricane fighter on the 
town’s recreation ground, BMX 
displays by 2008 champion Sam 
Foakes, performances from the 
Soham Fenlander Majorettes, 
displays from the town’s two 
primary schools, Weatheralls and St 
Andrew’s, fairground rides and a 
barbecue. 

The event raised cash for Soham’s 
two primary schools and the Help 
for Heroes charity.

Weidman, of Avocet Grove, Soham, 
appeared at Ely Magistrates’ Court last 
Thursday and pleaded guilty to being 
the owner of a dangerous dog not 
under proper control. 

Magistrates made Rocky the subject of 
a control order, meaning he must be 
muzzled when out in public. 

Driver trapped 

AN elderly driver had to be cut free 
from his car after a crash on a rural 
road. 

The accident happened on the A142 at 
Chatteris, about two miles from the 
A141 roundabout, and involved a 
single vehicle. 

Firefighters used specialist cutting 
equipment to release the motorist, who 
was taken to hospital by ambulance. 
The smash happened shortly after 
3pm on Sunday. 

Father shoplifted 

A FATHER-of-two stole cheese and 
ham from a shop. 

Jessie Parker, 23, told Ely magistrates 
he stole the food from the Co-Op in 
High Street, Soham, because he 
needed to feed his family. 

Parker, of Saxon Street, Newmarket, 
was seen on CCTV stealing a pack of 
ham and a pack of cheese from the 
store on July 23 before driving off in 
his transit van. 

He pleaded guilty last week to a charge 
of shoplifting. 

Magistrates gave Parker a 12-month 
conditional discharge and ordered him 
to pay £55 court costs. 

He was also ordered to pay the Co-Op 
£5.49 in compensation.

Compensation claim for 
catapult attack rejected 


A COMPENSATION claim by 
youths who were left battered 
and bruised when a homeowner 
shot them with a catapult has 
been thrown out of court. 

The trio lodged the claim against 
Bruce Harwood after he took the 
desperate action as the group had made 
residents’ lives hell by urinating in 
doorways, throwing eggs and stones, and 
screaming and shouting. 

The judge spared Harwood a jail term 
for his attack, saying the youths had 
provoked residents with their anti-social 
behaviour and had brought the painful 
retribution on themselves. 

Cambridge Crown Court heard how 
Harwood and his fellow residents at 
Chatteris House, Chatteris, were at their 
wits’ end after being plagued by local 
youths running in and out of the 
automatic gates at the Grade Il-listed 
building, throwing eggs and urinating. 
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When a stone was thrown at the 
window of his first-floor luxury apartment 
on April 11, the 38-year-old took matters 
into his own hands, and got out a 
catapult. 

Charles Snelling, prosecuting, said: “He 
fired metal ball bearings at them to scare 
them.” 

Three of the youths were left with 
swellings after being hit on their legs and 
groin by the metal balls. 

Benedict Peers, mitigating, said there 
had been “a significant element of 
provocation” towards Harwood, adding: 
“He will now have to relocate to 
Northamptonshire to be with his fiancee, 
as his fiancee refuses to live with him at 
Chatteris House.” 

Sentencing Harwood, fudge Gareth 
Hawkesworth told the defendant: “In 


this incident, it is entirely clear to me 
you and the other residents of Chatteris 
House were subject to a lot of incidents 
of anti-social behaviour that were 
deliberate provocations by local youths.” 

But he criticised Harwood for not 
notifying police and taking the law into 
his own hands, adding: “It could easily 
have caused much more serious injury 
than it did.” 

Harwood was previously convicted of 
assault in 2003, but the judge 
acknowledged that the defendant had 
been “under considerable stress at that 
time”. 

He sentenced Harwood to 150 hours of 
community work. 

However, fudge Hawkesworth threw 
out the claim for compensation by the 
injured youths, which he described as 
“entirely inappropriate” as the 
youngsters had “brought this very much 
upon themselves.” 


Banned driver fails in licence bid 


A DRINK driver, banned from the 
road for three years, has failed to 
have his disqualification lifted. 

Ben Hustwayte was almost 
three times the legal alcohol limit 
when police caught him behind 
the wheel in Littleport. 

The 21-year-old had been 
previously banned for drink 
driving. 

With just three months left of 
his current ban, Hustwayte 
appeared at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court last Thursday where he 
applied for his disqualification to 
be lifted. 

But the bench refused and told 
him: “You are lucky enough that 
you got a three-year ban as it is.” 


Angela Sassoli, prosecuting, 
said Hustwayte, of North Fen, 
Little Downham, was first 
disqualified for drink driving 
when he was 17-years-old. 

Magistrates banned him for 18 
months in November 2006. 

But just four months after his 
disqualification ended, Hust¬ 
wayte, who works as an engine re¬ 
conditioner, was caught drink 
driving again. 

Mrs Sassoli said Hustwayte was 
banned for three years in 
September 2008 after he was 
caught drink driving in Ponts Hill, 
Littleport. 

She added that Hustwayte had 
since completed a drink driver 


rehabilitation course which had 
reduced his ban so that it ended 
this December. 

Pleading with magistrates, 
Hustwayte said he was a changed 
man. 

“I have to rely on my girlfriend 
and brother to get to work every 
day and I just want to be able to 
drive again so that I can get on 
with my life and work. 

“The course really helped me 
and I know there’s no need to 
drink drive now” 

fulian Garratt, presiding 
magistrate, refused the appli¬ 
cation, adding: “We’re going to 
keep this in place just so that you 
realise how serious this is.” 


Van vandalised

Questions over 
leisure plans 

Sir, It is good that headline articles 
in both local papers have at last 
sparked debate about the cost, 
timing, and location of the 
proposed new leisure centre. 
Without doubt a new pool and 
gym facility would be desirable for 
the city and district. My problem 
with the proposals are location 
and undue haste. 

We currently have a pool in the 
centre of town, easily accessible by 
public transport or on foot, which 
fits perfectly with national 
planning policy. It is proposed to 
build a new pool - the main pool 
still being 25 metres in length - in 
an out-of-town location reached 
by an underpass. 

It is argued that the new facility is 
too big for the current site, yet the 
built footprint is not dissimilar to 
that on the Paradise; the new 
could be a direct replacement for 
the old. There are no plans to 
manage outdoor and indoor 
facilities as one unit, there is even 
a fence between the existing 
football, rugby and hockey pitches 
shown on the plans. 

The real reason for the proposed 
move out of town is nothing to do 
with improved public fitness 
provision, but everything to do 
with land values and the 
Masterplan vision. 

Those supporting the scheme 
subscribe to the view of Cllr Jackie 
Petts (Leisure village right solution 
- Letters, September 9) that “high- 
value city centre land should be 
generating a far greater return”. 
What greater return could there be 
than a vibrant city centre facility, 
bringing people of all ages into the 
city centre, spending time and 
money both there and in the city 
centre a short walk away. Town 
centres are increasingly 
dominated by leisure pursuits, 
restaurants etc, why not build on 
that, not move customers out 
beyond the bypass. 

I agree with your correspondents 
that there has to be long term 
financial and place planning, a 
pity then that both have been so 
sadly lacking. Financially, I can 
find no evidence in East 
Cambridgeshire District Council's 
mid or long-term plans for the 
funding of the project beyond the 
planning application stage. 

Neither location is viable in the 
current economic climate. 

A pity that a review was not 
carried out when the banking 
crisis hit so that the council did 
not continue to commit not 
£300,000 as reported, but £545,000 
to this unsustainable project. The 
public has never been asked if a 
central location is preferable, if a 
time-limited closure for rebuild is 
acceptable, if a spend of £5 million 
centrally on an upgrade is better 
than £16 million beyond the 
bypass. Even the argument that 
the land was cheap is fallacious as 
it is undevelopable without a £1 
million underpass. 

The Paradise centre is a charitable 
trust, community run, with a 
secure lease on the site of more 
than 70 years. What does the 
council plan to do to remove the 


current occupants, and what does 
it plan to do with the large hole 
then created in our city, both 
socially and financially? 

There are more questions than 
answers in the current plans, and 
while I have no professional 
experience of project management 
I feel that it is in the public interest 
to question the principles on 
which this project is based.

Review spaces 
for disabled 

Sir, I sympathise with the shop 
owners in Forehill (Ely Weekly 
News, September 23, “Disabled 
drivers hit out at ‘chaos’ claim”). 

In fact, on numerous occasions I 
have had my car route blocked by 
such parked cars. It would appear 
the disabled drivers are parking 
their cars without any 
consideration that other similarly 
parked cars are directly across 
from them thereby creating the 
alleged ‘chaos’. 

The simple reason for disabled 
drivers having a blue badge is to 
allow them to park their vehicles 
in a convenient place thereby 
allowing them easier access to the 
facilities (shops etc.) they wish to 
use. 

However, this assumes there are 
sufficient and suitably located 
parking spaces for these disabled 
drivers displaying blue badges. 

I believe that the lack of such 
parking is real; from my memory 
in Ely there are disabled parking 
places in: 

1, Newham Street: two outside the 
shoe repair shop and two next to 
Costa Coffee, 

2, High Street: there only a few in a 
couple of the bays. 

3, Brays Lane (Waitrose): there are 
few in this area, but the actual site 
is often quite difficult to access. 

4, Paradise Centre (just off Nutholt 
Lane): there are also a few in this 
area. 


5, Broad Street car park: there are 
some in this area. 

The main problem with 3, 4 and 5 
are that they are quite some 
distance away from the main 
shops and the market, thereby 
defeating the reason for using a 
blue badge holder. 

The areas 1 and 2 are well located 
but far too few spaces are 
available. There are two spaces 
outside Cheffins but they are 
allocated to taxis - why?; and 
there are several normal spaces at 
the Market/Forehill end of the 
High Street, which would be better 
used for blue badge holders. 

I believe the ECDC and Ely Town 
Council need to reorganise the 
allocation of disabled parking 
spaces and concentrate them in 
the existing bays along the High 
Street and especially from the 
Almonry to the Forehill junction 
which is then perfectly positioned 
for access by the disabled drivers 
and their passengers/carers. 

I hope this helps.

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Anger over 
cottage snub

FURY has erupted after it was discovered 
an historic building in Ely is to be turned 
into holiday flats. 

City of Ely councillors have blasted East 
Cambridgeshire District Council (ECDC) after 
finding out that Maltings Cottage, on Waterside, is 
to be refurbished into tourist lets. 

For months, the City of Ely Council and Ely 
Perspective Group have been liaising with ECDC 
about bringing the cottage, located next to The 
Maltings, back into use. 

The building has stood empty for a number of 
years and city councillors and residents were keen 
to refurbish it and re-open it for the benefit of 
locals and tourists. 

Ideas including a mini tourist information 
centre, a cafe and an ice cream parlour were 
among those put forward. 

But on Tuesday, via the Weekly News, council¬ 
lors discovered ECDC is pressing ahead with 
using the building for holiday lets. 

ECDC leader Fred Brown insists the plans will 
“enhance Ely’s Riverside” but City Cllr Philip Eden 
said they are “undermining” the potential of the 
listed building. 

Cllr Eden, chairman of Ely Perspective, said: 
“We are furious and gob-smacked by this. 

“Both the city council and the Ely Perspective 
have gone out of their way to communicate with 
the council and find the best future for this

building but they haven’t listened to us. By doing 
so, they haven’t listened to the people of East 
Cambridgeshire either. 

“We wanted to see this building benefiting the 
whole community but now it will be wasted.” 

The alarm was first raised when residents 
spotted work going on at the cottage this week. 

Cllr Brown insists holiday lets will benefit the 
cottage. 

He said: “We believe this will enhance Ely’s 
Riverside, provide a great location for holidays and 
take advantage of the growing interest in tourism 
in East Cambridgeshire. After looking at a range of 
options we have decided to move forward with 
our original intention to use the building for 
holiday lets. Recent work at the Maltings Cottage is 
part of a regular programme of maintenance on 
the assets which the district council owns.” 


Threat man 
sentenced 

A JEALOUS boyfriend who 
threatened to kill his partner’s 
unborn baby after accusing her 
of cheating on him has been 
given a community order. 

Michael Abbott, 49, was 
warned by magistrates that he 
could face jail last month after 
admitting throttling his girl¬ 
friend and telling her: “I’ll 
punch that baby out of you and 
kill it.” 

But Abbott, of Mereside, 
Soham, was placed on a 12- 
month community order with 
supervision and was ordered to 
pay £85 court costs at Ely Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court last Thursday. 

The court heard how the 
incident happened on June 6 at 
the home the couple then 
shared in Soham. 

Angela Sassoli, prosecuting, 
said: “The couple had been in a 
relationship for about a year- 
and-a-half and his partner was 
pregnant with their baby at the 
time. But he didn’t believe it was 
his and believed she was 
cheating on him. 

“Abbott started shouting and 
swearing before getting in his 
partner’s face and screaming at 
her, getting closer and closer. 
She put her hands out to stop 
him from coming any closer but 
he grabbed her throat with both 
hands and gripped tightly, 
strangling her.” 

The court heard that Abbott 
was of previous good character 
and that the victim suffered no 
injuries in the incident.

the court is closed, not only for 
local justice but also for staff and 
the future of the building itself.” 

It was last year when HMCS first 
announced the ancient courthouse 
could be shut as part of plans to 
close 103 magistrates’ and 54 
county courts across the UK, all of 
which it says are underused and 
inadequate. 

Ministers say the move could 
save around £15.3 million in 
running costs each year. 

A public consultation was 
launched in June allowing com¬ 
munity leaders and residents to 
have their say on the proposals, the 
results of which will be analysed 
before a final decision is made. 


A spokesman for HMCS said: 
“The consultation period on the 
court estate proposals for magis¬ 
trates’ and county courts in 
England and Wales closed on 
September 15. 

“The consultations are part of 
the process to review how justice 
might in the future best be 
delivered in each area. 

“The responses to each docu¬ 
ment will now be studied in detail, 
including consideration of alter¬ 
native proposals from respondees, 
and the impact of each proposed 
closure analysed fully. 

“Recommendations will then be 
made to the Lord Chancellor who 
will decide, in each case, whether 
or not to close the courts and 
whether to merge any local justice 
areas. We anticipate that he will 
make his decisions later this year.”

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Woman stole cash from store 
till aftor becoming pregnant 


A PREGNANT woman 
stole around £2,000 from 
her employers. 

Nicola Young, 20, pocketed 
money from the tills in 
Superdrug by pushing £5 and 
£10 notes down her bra and 
inside her shoes, Ely Magis¬ 
trates’ Court heard. 

Young, who started working 
in the store in Market Place, Ely, 
in January, started stealing in 
April after finding out she was 
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pregnant. 

Angela Sassoli, prosecuting, 
said: “Customers would come to 
her till with an item and she 
would put it through the till as a 
price enquiry, take their money, 
give them their change and then 
pocket the amount for herself. 

“Staff became suspicious in 
May and monitored the 


situation before installing a 
camera on July 21. 

“Each time Young was at the 
till, the camera would activate 
and it recorded her for a month. 
Sure enough it caught her taking 
notes from the till and hiding 
them in her shoes, bra and 
underwear.” 

Young was confronted by her 
manager and confessed. 

In police interview, Young 
admitted she started to steal 


money from the tills in April 
after she discovered she was 
pregnant. 

Mrs Sassoli added: “It’s 
impossible to say an exact 
amount that she stole but we 
estimate it being around 
£ 2 , 000 .” 

Young pleaded guilty last 
week to stealing an unknown 
quantity of cash from an 
employer between May 1 and 
September 1,2010. 


Jacqui Baldwin, mitigating, 
said: “Young was in a very tricky 
situation. She knew she was not 
earning enough money to 
provide for her baby and did a 
stupid thing, which she is 
extremely sorry for.” 

Magistrates placed Young on 
a 12-month community order 
with 12-months supervision 
and excused her from paying 
court costs because she is 
currently unemployed.

Pedal power 
comes to river 


TOURISTS are navigating 
their own way around 
Cambridgeshire’s water¬ 
ways thanks to a new 
invention.

‘Nautical cycling’ is the latest 
sport to grace the River Ouse in 
Ely.

He said: “People love it. 

“There’s been so much interest 
from everyone in Ely and things 
look really promising. 

“Nautical cycling, as far as I 
am aware, is completely new to 
the UK and what better place to 
launch it than here in Ely? 

“My brother has lived in the 
city for around 40 years and I 
have always loved the place so 
decided to move here with my 
brother. 

“Not only does nautical cyc¬ 
ling enable people to get out 
onto the water themselves, it is 
also extremely fun, safe, stable 
and fantastic exercise at the 
same time.” 

Mr David’s company is called 
Divertibem and he hopes the 


craze will soon spread nation¬ 
wide. 

He said: “It’s taken me two 
years to get the equipment spot 
on and to see people enjoying it 
now is fantastic. 

“Nautical cycling really is 
something everyone should try.” 

Tours are now being held in 
Ely, weather permitting, for 
people of all ages. 

Children from 3 to 13 years old 
must be accompanied by an 
adult but people aged 14 and 
over are permitted to go alone. 

Tours are £5 for half-an-hour, 
which includes all safety gear 
and instructions. 

There is a maximum weight 
limit of 100kg per person.

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Musician avoids 
lail for sex attacks 


A RENOWNED musician 
who sexually assaulted 
young boys has avoided a 
jail sentence. 

Roger Lunn, 71, preyed on a 
string of boys during cello lessons 
at his home over a 20-year 
period. 

The retired music teacher, once 
a cellist with the London 
Symphony Orchestra, originally 
denied any wrongdoing but 
dramatically admitted three 
counts of indecent assault on 
males under 14 earlier this 
month. 

The pensioner, of New Barns 
Avenue, Ely, was sentenced to a 
strict three-year supervision 
order at Cambridge Crown Court 
on Friday. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth, 
sentencing, told Lunn: “At first, 
my instinct was to punish you. 

“Your offending may have 
happened many years ago but 
what you did to those boys will 
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stay with them forever. 

“I have a duty to protect the 
public and other young boys in 
the future which is why I am 
going to do what I am going to 
do. 

“If I was to send you to prison I 
would not have the power to 
make you complete a sex 
offenders’ programme and I feel 
that is the only way I can ensure 
the future of others is protected.” 

The court heard how one 
incident happened between 1970 
and 1972, another in 1979 and 
one between 1987 and 1989. 

His victims, who were aged five 
to 12 at the time, were assaulted 
while visiting Lunn’s former 
home in Surrey for music lessons 
and also on religious trips with 
local churches. 

The assaults came to light after 


one of the victims made a formal 
statement to police in June 2009. 

James Mason, mitigating, told 
the court how 25 “glowing” 
references about Lunn had been 
given to the court. 

Mr Mason said: “This is not a 
man with a veracious predatory 
instinct and thankfully, for both 
my client and his victims, the 
assaults were at a low level of 
seriousness. 

“His actions stopped 21 years 
ago. 

“My client has had an im¬ 
mensely distinguished career as a 
cellist and having to withdraw 
himself from the musical world 
has been a large enough 
punishment for him.” 

Widower Lunn was ordered to 
complete the Thames Valley Sex 
Offenders’ Programme for three 
years after it was agreed he posed 
a serious risk of harming young 
boys.

Fence appeal for sports zone 


A NEW state-of-the-art sports 
facility has been damaged - just 
months after it was opened.

The unusual outdoor play area, 
designed by Adidas, boasts everything 
from treadmills to a basketball court. It 
was opened at the village leisure centre in 
July after funding was secured by 
Littleport Parish Council. 

But now leisure centre bosses are

around the innovative facility to prevent 
youngsters from riding their bikes on it. 

Andy Rutterford, centre manager, said: 
“Kids are taking their bikes onto the 
Adizone when they shouldn’t be. 

“The facility has a soft rubber surface 
and there are scuff marks all over it from 
the tyres. We’ve even caught youngsters 
with motorbikes on it. 

“I don’t think it’s a case of them doing it 


with malice but it’s got to stop as this is an 
expensive, good piece of kit. 

“It’s so well used and we want to keep it 
in good condition for years to come.” 

Mr Rutterford has asked the parish 
council to erect a low-level fence around 
the area, which he says would prevent 
youngsters taking bikes or motorcycles 
onto it. 

The leisure centre also wants lighting 
installed so the facility can be used 
throughout the winter. 

Mr Rutterford said: “There’s no lighting 
there which is such a shame. 

“It means that throughout winter it’s 


only really going to be used at the 
weekend as when children get home 
from school or college it’s dark. 

“If we had lights there it would make it 
a safe and fun place to be for people 
throughout the year.” 

Littleport councillor Fred Brown said 
the parish council was considering the 
request and added: “We certainly have no 
objections to fencing being erected at the 
Adizone. 

“We are now looking into it to see 
whether funding is available and who 
would be responsible for paying for the 
work.”

The Weekly News can confirm that the 
five, all from Malaysia, have now been 
deported. 

A Home Office spokesman said: “All 
five have now left the UK. They were sent 
back to Malaysia six days after they were 
arrested.” 

Two Malaysian men, aged 31 and 26, 
were found working in the restaurant 
when officers swooped on the premises 
at lunchtime. A 32-year-old Malaysian 
woman was also found to be an illegal 
immigrant. 

Investigations proved that all three 
had overstayed their visas. 

When officers checked the flat above 
the restaurant, two more Malaysians 
who had overstayed their visas were 
discovered, a 29-year-old woman and a 
33-year-old man. 

All five were arrested and held in UK 
Border Agency detention while arrange¬ 
ments were made for their removal from 
the country. 

The enforcement operation was part

of planned nationwide action by the UK 
Border Agency to tackle illegal working, 
sham marriages, bogus colleges and 
organised immigration crime. 

The China Inn now faces a potential 
fine of up to £30,000 - £10,000 per illegal 
worker - unless it can prove that the 
correct pre-employment checks were 
carried out. 

Chief immigration officer Andy Dann, 
from the local immigration team for 
Cambridgeshire, said: “If people want to 
live and work in the UK, there are ways 
that they can come here legitimately. 

“If they decide to flout the law, as was 
the case here, we will find them and 
remove them from the country. 

“The quick and decisive action we 
have been able to take in this instance 
sends a very clear message. 

“All of our operations targeting 
businesses are based on intelligence and 
we are always keen to hear from people 
who might have information about 
immigration offenders.”

Government backs 
‘vision’ project 


A PETITION launched 
in support of the con¬ 
troversial Wicken Fen 
Vision is being backed 
by the Government. 

Last autumn Ely resident 
Ben Gibbs spearheaded an 
online campaign asking the 
Prime Minister to support 
the National Trust’s multi¬ 
million pound scheme. 

A total of 867 people 
showed their support by 
signing the petition, which is 
now closed. 

Now the Government has 
confirmed it is behind the 
100-year vision, which is part 
of a £2 million project to 
transform former wetlands 
between Cambridge and 
Soham into a “green lung” 
for wildlife, local people and 
visitors. 

A Government statement 
said: “The Environment 
Agency and Natural England 
both support the National 
Trust’s vision. 

“The Environment Agency 
supports the Wicken Vision 
because it has similar 
objectives to its corporate 
strategy to create a better

place. 

“The vision will help the 
agency deliver outcomes 
related to climate change, 
habitat creation, biodiversity, 
fisheries, recreation, water 
framework directive, flood 
risk, water quality and 
sustainable places. 

“As well as a rich wildlife 
habitat, Natural England 
believes that the area can 
function as a flood storage 
area, store carbon dioxide 
and also provide a vast area 
for public access for leisure, 
relaxation, exercise and 
education.” 

But the plans have been at 
the centre of controversy for 
years, with some residents 
attacking the transformation 
of prime agricultural land 
into a “jungle”. 

Geoffrey Woollard, who is 
against the ambitious 
project, launched the Save 
our Fens petition last year in 
a bid to halt the vision in its 
tracks. 

But Mr Gibbs, of lohn 


Amner Close, Ely, said the 
response to his petition 
“clearly demonstrates the 
level of public support” for 
the plans. 

He said: “I was delighted 
with the public’s response to 
my petition, which clearly 
demonstrates the level of 
public support for the trust’s 
100-year plan, in this region 
and beyond. 

“I am now also delighted 
that the Government has 
clarified its position on the 
National Trust’s far-sighted 
plan for Wicken Fen. 

“It would seem that there 
is now a widespread 
recognition that we need to 
protect certain habitats and 
manage larger areas of land 
for public use, and that this 
does not in itself threaten 
our ability to feed ourselves. 

“I would very much like to 
thank all those in Ely and the 
surrounding areas who 
signed my online petition.”

The big film

BEN Affleck may be best known 
as an actor but the chisel-jawed 
leading man is steadily 
delivering his best work behind 
the camera. 

He already has an Oscar on the 
mantelpiece as co-writer of 
Good Will Hunting and his 
directorial debut Gone Baby 
Gone was a gritty adaptation of 
Dennis Lehane's novel that 
garnered numerous critical 
plaudits. 

For his second feature in the 
director's chair, Affleck remains 
on the streets of Boston for a 
taut heist thriller based on the 
novel Prince Of Thieves by 
Chuck Hogan. 

The Town is a well-crafted and 
vivid portrait of a close-knit 
community of men with a strict 
code of silence that condemns 
those whose speak out of turn to 
an early grave. 

What the film may lack in 
originality it makes up for in 
exhilarating action sequences 
and strong performances, with 
Affleck noticeably giving himself 
the least showy role and 
allowing his co-stars to chew the 
scenery. 


The film is set in Charlestown, 
Massachusetts, the one-square- 
mile neighbourhood that 
apparently produces more 
armoured car and bank robbers 
than anywhere else in America. 
Doug MacRay (Ben Affleck) is 
doomed to repeat the mistakes 
of his father Stephen (Chris 
Cooper), who is serving time in a 
maximum security prison, as 
mastermind of a team of four 
bank robbers comprising 
trigger-happy best friend Jem 
(Jeremy Renner), Gloansy 
(Slaine) and Desmond (Owen 
Burke). 

On their final job, Jem takes 
bank manager Claire Keesey 


(Rebecca Hall) hostage, 
releasing her once they are 
safely away from pursuing cops. 
Fearing that the terrified woman 
may identify them, Doug 
engineers a meeting in a 
laundrette and slowly develops 
an attraction to Claire, who has 
no idea she is falling in love with 
the man who pointed a gun at 
her head hours earlier. 
Meanwhile, FBI Special Agent 
Frawley (Jon Hamm) treads on 
the toes of Boston Police 
Detective Dino Ciampa (Titus 
Welliver) to apprehend the 
thieves and bring down money 
man Fergie Colm (Pete 
Postlethwaite). 

The Town cranks up the tension 
as Doug struggles to keep his 
affair with Claire secret from Jem 
and the posse. 

Once the apparent betrayal 
comes to light, it ignites a 
powder keg of emotions that 
rocks the neighbourhood to its 
foundations. 

Affleck as director makes light 
work of the two-hour running 
time and energises the set 
pieces. 

The only surprise is how long it 
takes Affleck to reach the 
resolution we can see coming a 
mile off.

Planting mix up with 
perfect companions 


D id you know that a 
border of lavender 
will protect plants 
from slug and snail 
invasions, or that chives help 
prevent blackspot and 
increase performance in 
roses? 

For more than 30 years, Bob 
Flowerdew, a regular panellist on 
BBC Radio 4’s Gardeners ’ 
Question Time, has observed useful 
interactions between different 
plants, how some will flourish 
together while others will fail, and 
with this in mind he has now 
penned Companion Planting, an 
invaluable little guide to the best - 
and worst - plant partners. 

History reveals that companion 
planting goes back centuries, he 
explains. 

“Darwin said that in a village 
with more old ladies, there would 
be better crops of hay. This was 
because old ladies tended to keep 
cats. More cats mean less mice. 
Mice raid and live in bumblebee 
nests. Bumblebees are the main 
pollinator for clover, more bees, 
more clover. Farmers have long 
known that you get a bigger crop of 
hay where you have more clover.

It’s a chain of events, which is what 
ecology’s all about. 

“We commonly grow around 
5,000 cultivars in our gardens. It 
would be very unlikely that not one 
affected any other one, with a leaf 
secretion, root secretion, leaving a 
root channel behind for another to 
follow, leaving leaves of a higher 
percentage of phosphate or 
calcium. 

“Over the years I’ve 
accumulated interesting snippets of 
what gardeners have observed, one 
plant getting on well with another. 
For example, I was growing crops 
in a polytunnel and noticed that 
where radishes were being grown, 
the peppers did really badly. One 
reason is competition for scarce 
resources.” 

There are ways to put this type 
of knowledge to your advantage, 


he says. 

“A good example is the 
leguminous pea and bean family, 
whose members usually create a 
fertility surplus. By interplanting 
legumes with other more 
demanding plants we satisfy the 
latter’s needs without continuing 
effort or expense. 

“So sweet peas, lupins, brooms, 
laburnums and many others help 
feed other flowers around them, 
and peas and French beans feed 
your cabbages and sweetcom. 

“Simultaneously, this mingling 
misleads and confhses pests and 
obstructs the spread of diseases.” 

However, not all plants get on. 
Some of the allium family are 
unhappy growing near some 
legumes - for example, onions 
don’t do well near beans. 

Soil types and locations are all- 
important, and you find that plants 
which have traditionally been 
grouped together tend to get along, 
he observes. 

“So you find that the 
Mediterranean bed of silver foliage 
plants is a natural grouping of 
plants which like dry, well-drained, 
sunny positions,” Flowerdew says. 
“The silvery colour is the hairs on 
the leaves which is their adaptation 
to prevent them losing moisture, 


and they don’t like damp.” 

Very few plants are choked out 
by their own seedlings coming up 
beneath them, he explains, because 
a lot of plants have learned to stop 
their seeds from germinating if 
they are near the parent. 

Many plants will benefit other 
plants by hindering pests and 
diseases, he adds. 

“Roses, for instance, are very 
prone to blackspot and aphids. If 
you grow a dense bed of 
ornamental alliums or garlic or 
chives underneath the roses, 
anecdotal evidence would suggest 
that you get much less fungal dis¬ 
ease. A bed of lavender under the 
roses would keep the aphids away.” 

Aubergines grow well with peas 
and thymes, cucumbers like 
legumes, dill, beet and carrots but 
dislike potatoes, while tomatoes 
combine well with basil, alliums 
and nasturtiums, but not with 
lettuce and radish. 

“Planting dwarf French beans 
and cabbages together works well 
against their pests, and mixing 
brassicas with clover reduces aphid 
attacks and maintains yields. Broad 
beans significantly help main crop 
potatoes, making this another 
productive combination.” 

It’s equally important to know

the plants which don’t do well 
together. 

“Beans and onions don’t get on. 
The crow-foot buttercup 
delphinium family seem to have 
secretions that harm other plants. 
They are very hungry themselves 
and need to be grown in blocks so 
they don’t harm other things. Very 
few things like to be near 
wormwood or pittosporum, which 
seem to have exudations that are 
unpleasant to other plants.” 

Most glossy-leaved evergreens 
have substances on their leaves to 
prevent weed germination, but we 
can use these as a barrier, he says. If 
you are sowing seeds, don’t put 
them near glossy evergreens, but if 


you are growing plants they are a 
good barrier because they give off 
scents which confuse pests, and 
secretions which suppress annual 
weeds which would otherwise be 
coming up. 

Spread your plants out and mix 
them up, so that a pest has further 
to go to find the next one, he 
advises. 

“To find out that you can get 10 
or 20 per cent more by putting the 
right plants together would make a 
huge difference. It’s an area we 
need to explore in the future,” he 
sayss.

EDUCATION, education, 
education. Many of us will 
remember that 1997 
mantra. 

Although catchment areas 
for schools are more fluid 
than they used to be, 
being within walking 
distance of a ‘good’ school 
remains one of the key 
criteria for families when 
moving home. 

We’ve all heard stories of 
seemingly agnostic 
parents suddenly adopting 
a religion in order to 
secure a place at a faith 
school, while others may 
rent a property close to 
their preferred state 
school (although perhaps 
actually living elsewhere!). 

But most families take a 
different route, first 
checking out league 
tables, visiting educational 
establishments, talking to 
their local authority and 


other parents and visiting 
websites. 

Once decided, the home 
search begins. It can be 
easier if families are living 
in an area for at least one 
year before applying for a 
school place, and 
remember that properties 
in some locations, 
especially close to an 
‘outstanding’ school, can 
carry a premium.

Green light 
for eco-lets 


OVER the past 20 years the 
concept of ‘living green' has 
embedded itself in the 
psyche of British consumers. 

From self-sufficient organic 
lifestyles to simple waste recycling, 
the level of green involvement 
differs from household to 
household but the process is most 
definitely diversifying. 

Renting has traditionally been a 
barrier to green living as landlords 
are often unwilling to invest in 
green facilities. But according to 
Belvoir, which has an office on 
Victoria Road, Cambridge, a 
growing number of tenants are 
demanding green features.

■ Outside washing line - this ticks a 
lot of green boxes, being more 
efficient, 100 per cent natural and 
using less energy than a tumble 
dryer. 

■ Growing space - designating a 
space for organic food growth - 
even if it’s just a small corner of the 
garden or a mini greenhouse - is a 
real plus point. 

■ Cycle storage - many tenants, 
especially in Cambridge, use 
bicycles rather than cars so an 
invisible storage space for two or 
three bikes can be very appealing. 

■ And for those wanting to go the 
whole hog there is the ultimate 
green accessory: renewable energy 



sources. By installing solar panels or 
tubes to produce hot water and 
photovoltaic (PV) panels to convert 
sunlight to electricity, you could 
tempt any green tenant and even 
sell excess energy back to the 
national grid! 

Dorian says: “All green modifi¬ 
cations are major selling points and 


“They will not only facilitate the 
green lifestyles of tenants, they will 
also demonstrate that you are a 
caring and thoughtful landlord. 

“At Belvoir, we predict a growing 
tenant demand for green facilities.”
